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IMPORTANCE OF ROSE PLANT PRODUCTION 


Of all the ornamental flowers grown both in greenhouse and garden, the 
rose seems to be the universal favorite, Large quantities of rose plants are 
produced in the United States, and many are imported each year. Statistics 
for the latter appeared in ee American Rose Annual (1) for 1927 as follows: 


“During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1926, some 
28,556 finished rose plants came in under special permits. 
The inclusive total of such importations since the beginning 
of the quarantine in 1919 is 110,997. 

"Of rose stocks there came during the fiscal year a 
total of 10,884,920. This was 2,545,395 more than for the 
previous year or more than 30 per cent of an increase in 
foreign-grown stocks for roses. 

"Of this large total, England supplied 3,994,900, 
France 1,815,250, and Holland 4,805,470. The largest quan- 
tities came to New York City as 3,220,636; to New Jersey 
PrEOrsOgs fancito Ohio, 1,370,025."
